B. W. Douglass, former state ento­ 
mologist, whose report for the fiscal 
year ended last September, will soon 
be rcadv for distribution, says, in a 
special article 
in 
the report, that 
peach growing can be carried on in 
Indiana w ith »access ‘ from a com­ 
mercial standpoint, 
lie also believes 
that by proper spraying, peach buds 
cun be saved from winter killing. 
“ The men who w ill he successful in 
peach growing in Indiana, or in any 
other state, from now* on will he for 
the most part young men wlw are 
willing to adopt the new methods of 
peach culture and to apply modern 
m ethod s 
throughout 
their 
work,” 
writes Mr. Douglas. 
‘‘Men who un­ 
dertake this work in the proper spirit 
will have before 
m eu do u s profit, and, at the same time, 
they will find that they are engaged in 
a most delightful work. 
It is prob­ 
able that the man who is looking for a 
peach orchard will ask. first of all, 
about the climate, and it is well that 
he should, for the peach is not a fruit j 
that can bo grown in s u c h wide cli- i 
mntie conditions as the apple. 
D ur-\ 
ing the last few* years the peach c r o p ! 
in Indiana has been far more certain 
than the apple crop, and with proper 
care there is no reason why the peach 
orchard should not yield a crop prac­ 
tically every year.

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Thought Her Innocent. 
Almost fifty years after the assas­ 
sination 
of 
Abraham 
Lincoln 
the 
pen of Ben Pitman, pioneer of sten­ 
ography, who acted as official stenog­ 
rapher at the trial of the conspira­ 
tors, has revealed facts supporting 
his belief that Mrs. Mary Surratt, the 
woman hanged with three other con­ 
spirators, was innocent of the crime 
for which she was executed. 
The statement was written by Pit­ 
man just before his death a year ago. 
and appears in the March issue of a 
Cincinnati magazine. 
A portion of Pitman’s statement 
i s : 
“ That 
Mrs. 
Surratt, 
who 
was 
hanged with three male conspirators 
concerned in a plot to assassinate 
President Lincoln and other govern­ 
ment officials was entirely innocent 
of any prior knowledge of, or par­ 
ticipation on those crimes is, to my 
mind, beyond question. 
“ My conviction is based on the fol­ 
lowing fac ts: That 
as 
official 
re­ 
corder of the trial, as having heard 
every word of the testimony, as com­ 
piler of the published volume, “ Lin­ 
coln Assassination trial” ; more than 
all, as having previously to the trial 
written down from the lips of the 
principal witnesses their stories of 
what they knew or about which they 
lied, I have had the best opportunity 
of forming a true opinion 
as to the 
guilt or innocence of Mrs. Surratt.”

ducted some experiments in an 
effort 


to prevent this winter injury. 
The 


work was done at several different 
peach orchards in the central part of 
the state, and the results were suffi­ 
ciently encouraging to justify some 
mention at this time, although they 
are by no means conclusive. 
The 
trees that we experimented with were 
sprayed with whitewash in December, 
and the spray was repeated as soon 
as it was worn 
off or washed off by 
the rain. The idea was that the white 
coating 
of the trees would reflect the 
light, that the heat would not he ab­ 
sorbed by the branches and that, ac ­ 
cordingly, the buds would fail to start. 
The work showed that the work was 
correct in theory, and there is no rea­ 
son why it should not be practiced ex­ 
tensively. 
The peach trees that were 
whitewashed were retarded to such an 
extent that they blossomed from ten 
days to two weeks later than those 
that were not whitewashed, and they 
set nearly 100 per cent more fruit 
than 
the trees that were not so 
treated. A careful count showed that 
both the sprayed and the unsprayed 
trees had, to start with, about the 
same number of living buds, so that 
the work represented a gain of prac­ 
tically 100 per c-ent in the possible 
peach crop. 
“ A different set of weather condi­ 
tions might change these results ma­ 
terially so that under some circum­ 
stances the whitewashing might posi­ 
tively be a bad thing. 
For instance, 
the buds might be retarded and open 
just at a critical time and be caught 
bv a late frost, while the trees that 
were not sprayed might have passed 
the critical period and the young 
peaches be left unharmed. 
Never­ 
theless, 1 believe that the practice of 
whitewashing of the peach tree is of 
sufficient value that it should be fur­ 


ther experimented with in this state.’’ 
The remainder of the article by Mr. 
Douglass is given over to a technical 
discussion of soils adapted to peach 
growing, and to treatment of peach 
tret* diseases.

They are the grotesq uely tattoo­ 
ed heads of leaders of the ancient 
Maori of New Zealand, who were first 
discovered In 1770 b y the famous ex 
plorer, Capt. J a m e s Cook.

Gordon 
explained 
that 
the heads were preserved b y a process 
of smoking them and were kept for

the sam e reasons
